half? We believe the other half would be taken by j[ 
private subscription. We honestly believe that no more 
paying investment could be gone into. .. 
• We would be glad that our honorable fiscal court would 1 
give this matter a carehd study, and at the April term of \ 
the court see if this road could not be built. The mater 
ial for construction is here in abundance and could be 
handled at very low figures compared to what roads at 
other places cost. Every dollar spent in the enterprise 
1 would be put into the pockets of our home people, out- 
side of a few dollars for rock crushers, we repeat again 
that the road could he cheaply built, and we believe no 
investment would pay as hahdsome a dividend as a turn- 
pike from Salem to Marion.

Vancouver, B. C, dan. 27.— After 
aeoapiog death by drowning, eleven 
of tho crow of the ship Manbare were 
captured and eaten by cannibals of 
New GiiiDea. The Manbare was 
bound for Sydney, Aaatralia, when it 
was caught in tlm tarrib'a gala of 
( Vceiiiber. Nosro Oapa Nalaen it bo* 
gau to sink. 

The crow, eightaoB al! told, loft the 
vessel in two boati aod looa baoamo 
reparated. 

One boat, ooataining twdvo men 
was tioally thrown ashore ten miles 
Iroin the ca|)e. The sailors were seiz- 
ed by thti natives ffora tho ialonor 
and burned ofl' to the village of the 
chief. One man, Jas. Greene, escap- 
ed. 

Tha sailora won stripped and bound 
and one killed each day. A wild or- 
gie wu participated in by at least a 
haodrod aavagea who had gathered 
tor tho taait. In soToral cases the 
sailors were torture<l by the cid wo- 
men and children of the tribe. The 
eyoaeif OBO waro gpngod oat. Tho 
doomed men stoically watcheil the 
elaborate preparations for their death. 
A hngo pot flilod with boiliBg water 
was used for the Ceai-t, which on the 
liriit day wu prolonged away into the 
night. In mjst cased the mou wore 
beheaded, tlieir heaflii stuck on p, les 
acd paraded before the lueii who were 
to sudor Uia soma fate. 

Oreeno was rescued by a steamer 
after tuiupiug without food a day and 
a night to reach the coast. The 
sceues of horror he had witneased 
turned his hair snowy white.

Sometime ago Seaator Marion 
iiutler of North Carolina, offered an 
amendment to the pension bill, pro. 
viding for granting pensions to ez 
) Confederate soldiers. The amend- 
ment net with at little favor in the 
South aa IB the North, and when the 
dill was up for disoussion in the Sen 
ate Tbursday, Mr. Bntlcr made a 
speech, and withdraw hie amend- 
ment. 

After preaenting an analyaia of the 
compact of 1787, be declared that 
not a single Soutborn soldier wsa a 
rebel or a traitor. Be maiatained 
that the great fratricidal conflict waa 
forced upon the South, and that ttie 
pecipla of the South aimply defended 
tbeir paraonal and ooBstitntioaal 
rights. Uoder the compact of 1787 
the Southern Stales, in Mr ontler'a 
piaioo, undobtedly had a right to 
withdraw from the I'nion. He waa 
Inclined to think ib« compact waa 
not right, but It wae a compact aad 
oujiht to liavc t>coa respected. 

Mr. Butler said that his own State 
of North Carolina fully and com- 
pletoly recognized the right of South 
Carolloa to withdraw from the Union 
but dodded heraelf aot to withdraw, 
t was not uatll forced to defend her 
aelf did North Carolina vote to with- 
draw togethtr with other Sonthem 
Btates. They bad been forced by 
the Northern St^tea. They had been 
forced by the Northern Butea to take 
up arms in self dcfuQiie. 

■ Every gun fired by a Southern 
aoldiar," declared Mr. Bntlor, ••raa 
flrad laaclf defeiiae of the conalitu 
tioaal nghu of the Soutbern SUtes, 
and io dafaase of bar homa aad lira- 
side.''

C^tindlcr auid ho bad no doubt the 
ez-soldiera of the North would be 
perfeetly williag to aot oa foot aay 
any reasonable testimonial of regard 
and leapect, but be did not aee how 
the Ooverameat of the United Btataa 
could recognize, as Senator Butler 
bad aoigeatod, tboae who bad taken 
op arma agafaMt tba Uabia.
